Answer On most vehicles, onfy the 
rear brake shoes (or pads) may have 
worn sli^tly if the parking brake was 
tl^tfy set and created significant drag. 
On a short drive that you described, 
there was probably only sli^t amount 
of wear. It is highly unlikely that any 
engine damage occurred unless the 
vehicle was driven for a longer period 
of time.

through play was not per¬ 
vasive. 

Articles of time show 
that parents were con¬ 
cerned that nursery 
schools would be used as 
“drop off sites” or “dump¬ 
ing grounds.” Emily 
Tempes Cosby, who en¬ 
rolled her son in Sierra 
Madre Community Nurs¬ 
ing School in 1950, and 
later went on to teach there 
for nearly 20 years, recalls 
that the idea of a nursery 
school sometimes drew 
animosity from dads. 
“Some of the men kept 
saying, ‘Women just want 
more freedome. Moms just 
want somewhere to leave 
their kids,”’ Tempes said. 

Tempes laughs when 
she recalls how the idea off 
a nursery school where 
parents share in the teach¬ 
ing and the work was at 
times regarded with even 
more suspicion.

Countryman came to 
California from Termessee 
via Boston. She lives in 
Hollywood and has been a 
member of Greater Los 
Angeles Zoo Association— 
GLAZA—^since 1969. Her 
forthcoming talk to Arbore¬ 
tum volunteers and others 
is especially appropriate, 
she feels, because zoos 
started as gardens. 

A self-confessed pack 
rat, she developed her talk 
from articles in periodicals 
which she had saved. In 
the beginning the lecture 
was to run only fifteen min¬ 
utes and was intended to 
tell of the relationship of 
plants and animals. 

GLAZA is the oldest or¬ 
ganization of its kind in 
continuous service, a 
record of which Country¬ 
man is proud. As a zoo 
docent for 28 years, she 
has worked in activities 
ranging'from training stu¬ 
dent volunteers to provid- 
.ing infbnnatitMi to visitors, 
studan to providing animal 
informatitHi and has cre¬ 


ated many programs for 
adults and children, winning 
several awards along the 
way. 

She is quick to defend 
the principle of keeping 
animals for viewing by the 
public. “There are many 
kinds of cages,” she says. 
“In the wild an animal has 
to find and defend a terri¬ 
tory. He has to find his 
own food. He doesn’t have 
to do those things at the 
zoo.” She points out hu¬ 
mans inhabit their own 
“cages” such as limitations 
brought on by physical 
problems which prevent 
some of us from doing 
what others can do. “We all 
have cages.”

shrine she poured her heart out in such anguished prayer 
that the priest, Eli, reproached her for being drunk. Her 
silent prayer looked like a deranged woman’s hysterics 
and gave no hint of what was bothering her. In answer 
to the priest’s reproaches she opened her heart to him. 
Eli promised that God would grant her a son. Her per¬ 
sistent trust in God was to be rewarded. And that is what 
faith is all about: indomitable trust. 

God offers people love, and their grateful acceptance 
of this offer establishes a deep interpersonal relationship 
between them. Faith is a gift of God, who always takes 
the initiative. But faith calls for a response. This re¬ 
sponse involves a commitment to God—an ongoing, ef¬ 
fective commitment.

The 
God of Israel—Yahweh—had to go, as far as she was 
concerned. Anyone who defended Israel’s God she ruth¬ 
lessly cut down. 

The climax came when Elijah defeated her prophets 
in a public contest on Mt. Carmel. She was humiliated 
and enraged. In reprisal she sought Elijah’s life. He was 
crushed and bewildered. Where was his God when 
Elijah was so in need? In terror he fled the country, not 
mnning away from God, but seeking Him frantically. He 
set out for Mt. Sinai where God had been manifested to 
the Israelites during their journey toward the Promised 
Land. On the way Elijah actually prayed for death, so 
unbearable had life become. Finally, at Sinai, God was 
revealed to Elijah. They recommitted themselves to each 
other and, thus reassured, Elijah returned to the fray. 

The life of faith is like that. It calls for persistent 
commitment in spite of difficulty and disappointment. 
God is unfailingly faithful even when we are tempted to 
give up on faith. (Taken from the words of Fr. John J. 
Castelot, Scripture scholar, in The Tidings.)

Thirdly, they began to wait for Jesus Christ to return 
from heaven, trusting Christ to keep His Word to return 
for His own. 

Finally, it is Jesus who delivers us from the wrath to 
come. They began to trust in the final expression of 
salvation, that is, glorification, which delivers from 
God’s wrath to God’s glory!

of the day, and a willing¬ 
ness to experiment — to 
allow parents to be co¬ 
partners in the develop¬ 
ment of the nursery school. 

The families organized 
and sought community 
support for several months 
before meeting at the 
town’s city hall in January, 
1947, where they adopted 
a charter.
